Relationship  "betv/een  A^r^ri cultural  Hesearch  Administration 
and  Food  Distribution  Administration 


Dr.  Auchter,  Administrator  of  the  Agri cultural  Hesearch  Administration,  has 
annouiiced  as  of  January  1  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Charles  G-,  Woodoury  as  his 
speci'--!.l  assistant  and  adviser.     In  announcing  the  appointment,   it  v.'8.s  stated; 

"In  his  new  post.  Dr.  Woodbury  win  "bo  called  on  to  contribute 
rtis    long  experience  in  the  scientific  aspects  of  food  produc- 
tio2i,  processing,  and  use  to  the  solution    of  many  research 
problems  connected  with  Secretary  Wiclrard's  responsibilities  as 
Food  Administrator.    Under  Dr.  Auchter' s  general  direction,  he 
will  iiave  authority  to  develop  and  put  into  operation  through- 
out the  Research  Administration  broad  research  programs  necessi- 
tated by  food    rationing,  increased  dema.nds  for  certain  foods, 
and  the  need  for  substitutes  and  ne?-  kinds  of  food  products  in 
the  United  St-ates." 

I  want  to  take  this  occasion  to  discuss  one  or  t'vo  points  with  respect  to  our 
relationship  v.-ith  the  ARA.    Before  issuing  it,  I  have  submitted  this  memo  to 
Dr.  Auchter  for  approval  so  that  our  relationships  will  be  clear. 

The  Food  Distribution  Administration  is  not  engaged  in  research  on  food  of  the 
type  v-hich  is  the  responsibility  of  the  ARA  and  will  not  develop  facilities 
along  this  line.     We  "'ill  call  upon  the  Agricultural  Research  Administration 
formally  through  Dr.  Auchter,  or  informally  through  Dr.     Woodbury  or  such 
persons  as  lie  may  designate,  for  any  research  ^'/hich  vo  ms.y  need.     We  should  ■ 
avail  ourselves  to  the  utmost  of  the  AJll  research  facilities  on  a  very  large 
scale,  for  it  will  supply  us,  wherever  possible,  with  service  within  the  limits 
of  it  resources.     We  must  use  the  best  scientific  information  available  in  our 
work  at  all  times.    We  need  to  formalize  our  requests    for  such  research  assis- 
tance "henever  possible  so  that  the  record  is  clear  as  to  what  we  ask  for,  and 
then  if  difficulties  develop,   I  can  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  I^. 
Auchter  or  Dr.  Woodbury  promptly.     We  must  always  be  prepared  to  revise  our 
standards  in  the  line  of  the  most  recent  scientific  findings,  and  this  necessi- 
tates a  close  relationship  v/ith  the  XBX.
